Swiss to distribute 
money deposited by 
Jews in Nazi era 


BERNE (Reuter).—The Swiss Government is about to write the 
final chapter in one of the Second World War’s most tragic stories 

— the case of the treasure desperately stashed away in Switzerland - 
by Jewish victims of Nazi atrocities. 


The Swiss Parliament is expected 
next month to agree to a proposal 
from the seven-man cabinet that 
the remainder of the money depo- 
sited by the Jews, many of whom 
died in gas chambers, should be 
handed over to Swiss Jewish or- 
ganizations and the Red Cross. 

A government department set up 
in 1962 to find the owners of the 
cash say there is just two million 
francs {about IL3m.) left from 
the millions originally hiddep in 
Swiss banks. 

Some newspapers and Jewish or- 
ganizations have claimed that ter- 
rorized Jews left as much as 1,000 
million francs (about 113,400m. at 
today's exchange rates) in Swiss 
bank accounts and safes, but this 
has been strenuously denied by bank 
officials. 

“There thave been wildly exag- 
gerated reports about the quantity 
of money,” said WHly Guggenheim, 
secretary-general of the Swiss 
Federation of Jewish Associations. 

The money started to pour into 
Swiss bank vaults around 1930 
when, faced with the tide of Na- 
zism and anti-Semitism in Ger- 
many, thousands of Jews began to 
get rid of their valuables abroad. 

Not only cash fiowed into neu- 
tral Switzerland. Furniture, paint- 
ings, jewellery, share certificates 
and other documents were hur- 
riediy sent to Swiss lawyers or 
personal acquaintances with in- 
structions to pass them on to rela~ 
tives if the owner was killed. 

After the war those who man- 
aged to escape from Germany col- 
lected their belongings. The rela- 
tives of those who died or were 
missing picked up some more. But, 
according to the Swiss Federal 
Office for the Possessions of Dis- 
inherited Foreigners, there re- 
mained only 10 million francs 
(about Γ1.14π|.} in 1962. 

Since then about elgtt million 
francs have been handed over to 
legitimate heirs, and the Swiss 
Cabinet proposal, which seems cer- 
tain to be adopted, is that two- 
thirds of the renmining money be 
turned over to the Swiss Federation 
of Jewish O;) izations amd one- 
third to the Geneva-based Interna- 
tional Red Cross Committee. 

One cause of the vast discrepancy 
between the sums mentioned above 
ts that at the outbreak of the wer 
thousands of Jews took money from 
banks in this country to Britain and 
the U.S., because they feared Ger- 
many would invade Switzerland, 
Mr, Guggenheim said. 

The Swiss Government has al- 
ready 7,000 applications for the 
money it holds but has rejected the 
vast majority of them.
